The prolonged applause following 
the Sophomores' performance gave the 
stage hands ample time to prepare the 
scenery for the next play. This was 
"Spreading the News," by Lady Greg- 
ory—a play which has been well re- 
ceived wherever it has been given, and 
this performance was no exception to 
the rule. The scene is laid in a 
market place in a little Irish town. 
Round the stall of the deaf, old apple 
woman gather the peasants for a bit 
of gossip before returning home, and 
it is through the misinterpretation of 
the actions and speeches of some of 
the characters that an amusing mis- 
understanding arises, through which 
the unfortunate victim is unceremoni- 
ously hauled off to jail for a crime 
that was never committed. In marked 
contrast to the preceding plays, the 
Irish villagers presented a variety of 
costume which created a burst of 
merriment as each new character ap- 
peared. The magistrate and the police- 
man were, it is true, the essence of 
respectability, but the attire of the 
other men presented all the degrees 
of men's clothing from a smock, a 
shirt and a vest, to a coat. The 
women, as in "Cranford," wore all the 
colours of the rainbow, but far from 
the dainty blues, yellows, lavenders 
and greens of tho old-fashioned play, 
these homely Irish peasants wore 
glaring mixtures of bright red, blue, 
brown, green, yellow and gray — and 
all in the same costume! However, 
each character, whether man or 
woman, portrayed his part so that 
each one was realistic, and one wished 
that a further glimpse into the simple 
lives of the Irish peasants could have 
been given. It Is hard to discriminate 
•between flic different persons of the 
cast, as all were so excellent, but per- 
haps Mrs. Turpey, the apple woman 
and Bartley Fallon, with his inestim- 
able spouse, deserve particular men- 
tion. Wc are sorry that we shall not 
again have the opportunity of seeing 
the members of the Fourth Year give 
us such another entertainment, but 
there still remains another chance for 
the Juniors, who each interpreted her 
part very admirably.

It was useless to tell them of four 
other cities waiting four and Ave 
rears for organization; another re- 
guest reinforced by the churches of 
Hongkong followed the first and next 
a fte-organlzatlon committee was 
termed. After the first meeting of 
Bhis pro-organization committee, the 
Association, feeling that to put off 
longer would mean a lost opportun- 
ity for leadership, decided to have 
Miss Elliot take up tht) task as the 
lode representative in this city. 

Since the appointment of Miss El- 
Hot to Hongkong, the work of tlic 
Y. W. C. A. has increased in volume 
tremendously, and tbe Dominion Coun- 
cil has had a Epecial request from 
Che Chinese women of Hongkong to 
lend a secretary to help solve the 
problems and share the responslbili- 
Ees of this great undertaking. 

One of the great aims of the Asso- 
ciation in Hongkong is the develop- 



ment of native leadership among the 
young girls, and towards this end the 
new Secretary shall assist In organ- 
izing tho Y. W. C. a. in Hongkong In- 
cluding Bible Classes, Educational 
and Gymnasium Classes, Recreational 
Work and Boarding Houses. 

Because Hongkong Is a British pos- 
session and because a special request 
has come from the Chinese women of 
this distant city for a Y. W. C. A., 
which will be one of six city associa- 
tions among (he whole of China's 
two hundred million women, we should 
therefore feel a particular respon- 
sibility toward it. 

And it is to us, as members of the 
Student Body of the Royal Victoria 
College that this appeal comes.

MARKED INCREASE LX PRIXCET05 
ENROLLMENT. 

There are 1,116 undergraduates en- 
rolled in the University up to the 
present time, representing an increase 
of 272, or practically 30 per cent., over 
last year's enrollment of 844. Prince- 
ton Is now only 309 behind its pre- 
war average of 1,425. The greatest 
gain this year I is in tbe Freshman 
Class, the registration of which rises 
from 335 last year to 450 this year, 
making it the largest Freshman Class 
Princeton has ever had, while the Sen- 
sor Class shows an Increase of about 
90 per cent. This class last year lost 
256 of Its members, only 81 remain- 
ing, most of whom entered some 
branch of the service before June. 
At the present time, 1919 has 158 
members, the Junior Class has en- 
rolled 199 as against 155 last year and 
287 the year before, while 1921 shows 
the smallest increase of any class with 
an enrollment of 272, only 34* more 
than last year.

Hon to the greatly increased effi- 
ciency obtained, pulverized coal is 
practically smokeless, small coal can 
be utilized, anthracite culm, bitumin- 
ous screenings and coke breeze as- 
sumes a new importance, inferior 
grades of coal can be mixed with bet- 
ter grades and burned succesfully, 
and the labour of the fireman is re- 
duced to a minimum. 

To obtain the best results, about 85 
p. c. should pass a HOO-mesh screen 
aud it should not contain more than 
I p.c. of moisture. After being re- 
duced to this high degree of fineness 
It is blown through a burner nozzle, 
the volatile pases of the pulverized 
coal Igniting instantly. The fixed 
carbon ie consumed by the heat of the 
volatiles, the flame resembling an 
oil or gas flame. By increasing 
or decreasing the supply of air or fuel, 
the operator regulates the supplies 
and has the operation under abso 
lute control. 

Mr. W. O. Wilcox. In the "Minin* 
and Scientific Preea," June 22. 1918, 
p. 850, says: "By grinding an inch 
cube of coal so fine that 85 p.c. will 
pass a 200-mesh screen, we hare in- 
creased the surface exposure from 
sq. in. to approximately 1,800 sq. in. 
Thus, we have increased the velocity 
of combustion 300-fold. By doing so,

Protesting against the action of the 
Senate Committee, investigating Ger-^ 
man propaganda, in ' recording hia 
u'anie among Instructors in colleges 
and universities who, it was charged 
held "radical and pacifist views," J 
Ubarlos A. Beard, former professor of 
Columbia University In an open letter 
to' Senator U S. Overman, chairman 
of the cominlttee. declared tbe char..c ', 
was "a grave injustice and ai va- 1 
riancc with the truth." Professor, 
Beard said he was publicly anti-Ger-j 
man and ' pronouncedly for war j 
against tbe Central Powers from the) 
j autumn of 1914. He denied he wasj

Professor Lindsay Todd Damon, of 
Brown Unrversttty, whose, name is 
among those mentioned by the Bureau 
of Military. Intelligence in Washing- 
ton, which has investigated pro-Ger- 
man propaganda, is defended by mem- 
bers of Ihe TJnrveretiy faculty. They 
have forwarded a telegram to Rhode 
Island members of the United States 
Senate and to the Intelligence Bu- 
reau. W. H. P. Faunce; president of 
Brown University, heads the signers 
of the telegram. Professor Clarence 
R. Skinner, of Tufts College, whose 
name was included among those or 
pacifist leanings, claims to' have al- 
ways supported the United States 
Constitution and to have always con- 
Hcientioosly added in the proeeenfion 
of the war.' "I have only acted- upon 
the principles of Christianity," said 
he, "and in accord with the constitu- 
tion of tre United States.' I have 
been glad on all occasions to assist 
the Red Cross, the Y. M. C A. and 
other war relief organizations. I have 
helped the prosecution of the war in 
every way I could.
